I suggest to 
everybody now, or as soon a3 possible, to 
hang off al] lands where there may be suffi- 
cient accumulations of trash to enable 
them todo so, and the bugs and insects 
which may escepe the fire will likely dje of 
exposure to the cold and wet, which may 
be expected in the month of March And 
besides killing the bugs, a general burn-off 
will improve the health of the country.
